it was found that the 
whole Persian layer had been 
ploughed under hundreds of 
years ago, apparently by 
Arabs, to be used as a ceme- 
tery.

The other countries of east- 
ern Europe—Poland, Czecho-

up to the time of direct Soviet 
intervention in the war and 
the coup détat of February 
1948. Since the Communists 
in these countries were weak. 
the substance and form of 
their Communism had to be 
identical with that of the 
USSR. The USSR imposed its 
system on them and the do- 
mestic Communists adopted it 
gladly. The weaker Commun- 
ism was, the more it had to 
imitate even in form its “big 
brother” — totalitarian Rus- 
sian Communism. | 

Countries such as France 
and Italy, which had relative- 
ly strong Communist move- 
ments, had a hard time keep- 
ing up with the industrially 


better-developed countries, 


and thus ran into social diffi- 
culties. Since they had already 
passed through democratic 
and industrial revolutions, 
their Communist movements 
differed greatly from those in 
Russia, Yugoslavia, and China. 
Therefore, in France and 
Italy revolution did not have 
a real chance. Since they were 
living and operating in an en- 
vironment. of litical demo- 
eracy, even e leaders of 
their Communist parties were 
not able to free themselves 
entirely of parliamentary illu- 
sions.
